Livestock Receipts At 
_The Leading Markets 


Heavy increase Shown In Western’ 
Shipments of Livestock 

According to the Dominion Live- 

stock Branch weekly report, some of 


Dominion show derable decreases 
in cattle receipts from the first of the 
year to early in September, as com- 
pared with the receipts during the 
same period of last year. The import- 
ant yards at St. Boniface, Manitoba, 
however, is reported as showing 
heavy increases, the numbers market: 
ed during the present year to date as 
compared ‘with last year being greater 
by 7,000 head, when compared with 
offerings of the same period-of 1921. 
The ineréases in cattle marketings in 
the western provinces are duplicated 
by-the calf, sheep and hog marketings 
and more than offset any decreases 
in marketings in the eastern prov- 
inces. The result is that the combin- 
ed receipts at all yards in the Domin- 
don are in every’ class in excess of 
those of the same period of last year. 
The Toronto and Montreal. markets 
are behind in cattle receipts, Montreal 
is off in calves and Toronto in sheep, 
but the combined ‘receipts to Septem- 
ber 7th at Toronto, Montreal, Winni- 
pég, Calgary and Edmonton, as com- 
pared with the receipts of the: same 
period last year are: 451,597 cattle, 
against 377,620; 166,476 calves, 
against 138,200; 510,953 hogs, against 
403,777; and 253,467 ‘Sheep, against 
239,461, 

Top prices on deanikhe 14th show 
as 25c to 75c per hundredweight low- 
er on cattle than on the same date of 
1921, excepting at Calgary where the 
market appeared to be 25c stronger. 
Caives showed a relatively sharp de- 
cline, .Hogs were higher at Toronto 
and Montreal but lower at Winnipeg, 
Calgary and Edmonton. The prices 
on choice sheep and lambs were high- 
er at all markets excepjing Winnipeg, 
where the quotations for lambs were 
on a somewhat weak basis.

4 Diagnosis in Lung Cases Far From 


Corrsct, Says French Doctor 

Doctors often fail to diagnose cor- 
rectly lung consumption as distinct 
from other respiratory diseases, ac- 
cording to Professor Erist, of Pfris, 
in a recent address before the British 
Medical Association, 

The speaker said that in 1916, at 
Compiegne, 192 men were sent into 
hospital with a diagnosis of tubercu- 
losis. Observations showed the:diag- 
nosis to be justified‘in only 63 cases. 
The A389 other cases, he declared, 
were undoubtedly non-consumptive. 

In 1918, Dr, Erst examined 342 
men in Paris, said to haye\consump- 
tion. Of these only 37 had lung con- 
sumption, 22 were not definitely diag- 
nosed, and 283 were certainly non- 
tubercular.

The subject’ of today’s lesson f 
broader than the text, especially the 
verses printed.

Malachi was perhaps contemporary 
with Nehemiah; probably sustained 
the same relation to Nehemiah that

After the completion of the 
walls of Jerusalem Nehemiah seems 
to have been called back to the Per- 
sian court, but returned to Jerusalem 
after a few years. Though outward- 
ly the lives of the people were cor- 
rect, the prophet pointed out the sins 
of a corrupt. priesthood, mixed mar- 
riages.and a failure to pay tithes.
